The MoKinley Law Did It. 


New York Press: According to the 


Paris report in the London Times, gives 
an account of proceedings in the French 
Chamber of Deputies, it appears that it 
was owing to dread of American 'retalia- 
tion under the McKinley law that the 
Chamber voted to take the embargo off 
American pork. Following it? tho state- 
ment in the London Times dispatch: 


The Chamber by 381 to 105 agreed to rt 


bill raising the duty on bacon from i% 
franca to 20 francs. This increase is made 
by the new protectionist tariff to come 
into operation next Frbruary, but tho 
object of giving it immediate effect is to 
reoind the decree excluding American 
pork, while giving protection to French 
breeders. Assurances were given that 
custom house precautions would be taken 
against trichinosis. France thus bopee 
to escape the retaliation which, under the 
McKioley act, might otherwise befall 
her. 


It is apparent from this that but for 


the retaliatory clause of the MoKinley law 
the popular branch of the French legisla- 
ture would never have voted to recind 
the embargo on one of tho great Ameri- 
can products. This fact ought to be of 
especial interest to the Western farmers 
at this time when the framer of the law 
is. a candidate for Governor of Ohio.
